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DETAILED ACTION 



Restriction Requirement 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a light protecting composition. 

Group II, claim(s) 8-1 1 , drawn to a method to increase the ratio of SPF to UV filter 
amount. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The polysiloxane compounds claimed are known, see EP979645, and therefore there is 
no special technical feature. 

During a telephone conversation with Kevin Hooper on 9/27/2010 a provisional 

election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-7. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 8-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(1). 

Claims 

Claims 1-11 are pending. 

Claims 8-1 1 are withdrawn. 

Claims 1-7 are under consideration in this action. 

Objections/Rejections 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 4, 8, 9, and 11 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Said claims contain words and phrases in parentheses, i.e. claims 1 and 4 (sterically 
demanding), claims 8, 9, and 11 (25°C). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031 , 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 1 31 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 4 recites the 
broad recitation "camphor or sllyl residues", and the claim also recites "such as 2- 
methyl..." which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In 
public use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In 
the United States. 
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Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP0979645 to Gozenbach et al. 

Gozenbach et al. disclose light screening compositions comprising the same 
polysiloxane-based UV filters as claimed in claims 1, 2, and 3, (page 1-5), the same 
additional UV filters as claimed In claims 1, 4, 5, and 6, (phenylbenz-lmldazole sulfonic 
acid and 3-benzylldene camphor) (page 6), a earner (aqueous phase and fatty phase) 
(abstract), as claimed in claim 1 , and percentages of said polysiloxane-bases UV filter 
and said additional UV filters which read on the ratio of claim 7 (claim 8). 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-7 are rejected. 
No claims are allowed.
